CHAPTER I. 


1. General and Political. 


i. The State of Jaisalmer covers an area 
of 16,062 square miles. Its population, 
according to the last census of 1921, is 67,652 and its gross revenue, based on the 
average of the last five years, is Rs. 2,771 Akheshahi and Rs. 2,96,882 Kaldar. It has 
not to pay any tribute either to the Imperial Government or to any Native State. 


2. The Rulers of Jaisalmer are descended from the ancient Yadu Kings of the 
Lunar Race. The most illustrious ruler of the line was the defied hero Shri Krishna, 
who ruled at Dwarka and who was one of the greatest rulers, statesmen, generals, 
• thinkers, and philosophers that India has ever seen. One of the most venerable and 
prized heirlooms of the House of Jaisalmer is the “ Meghadamber,” an umbrella which, 

. according to traditions Shri Krishna used on the occasion of State and which is being 
. similarly used up to the present day by his lineal successors. The ruler of Jaisalmer is 
.hence styled “ Chhatrala Yadu Pad,” the canopied lord of the Yaduvas. The eight- 
.mettaled umbrella which surmounts Jaisalmer palace towering high above the venerable 
walls of the historic hill fort is emblematic of the Meghadamber and is indicative of the 
proud position which the House of Jaisalmer occupies as the Head of the Lunar Race 
and its off-shoots. 


3. The valour which the Bhatis princes of old displayed in repelling the successive 
waves of Mohammedan invasions, earned for them and their descendants the proud 

; title of “Uttar Bhar Kiwar Bhati”that is Bhatis the mighty portals of the North 
(of India). 

4. Jaisalmer is connected by marriage with Udaipur, Jodhpur, Bundi, Bikaner, 
.Kotah, Kishengarh, Sirohi and Drangadhara. 

5. His Highness Maharajahdhiraj Maharawal Sir Jawahir Singhji Saheb Bahadur, 
K. C. S. I., the present Ruler, succeeded to the Gadi in 1914. Her Highness Hadiji 
Shri Kalyan Kanwariji Saheba is the senior Maharaniji and the junior Maharanijis are 
Their Highnesses Shri Sodhiji and Shri Umerkotiji Sahebas. His Highness, heir- 
apparent Maharaj Kumar Shri Girdharsinghji Saheb by Maharaniji Shri Sodhiji Saheba, 
.has completed his 17th year. He prosecuted his studies in Mayo College, Ajmer,

Land Revenue is, as a rule,, 
taken in kind. The system of payment in kind, instead of in cash, is better suited 
to the existing local conditions and afford automatic relief to the cultivators in years 
of deficient rainfall. 


12. The rates of assessment — I /6th of the out-turn of Kharif and 1 /5th of 
that of Rabi Crops are low and the ryot finds no difficulty in paying the State dues. 

13. The yield was estimated last year at 1 1 and 10 annas in the rupee for * 
the Rabi and Kharif crops respectively. The actual outturn of both the crops was- 
up to the estimate. 

14. The estimates for the next financial year are i-J- and 6 annas for the- 
Rabi and Kharif crops respectively.

sary, it is hardly practicable to draw a distinct line of- demarcation between the- 
two and no attempt has, therefore, been made to fill in Appendices III and IV. 

17. The State Troops .in the Town guard the records, Treasury, the Darbar 
Palaces and Bhandars, the Jail, Citadel gates, &c., &c., and they also do Police: 
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and other, civil work. In the Hakumats also, they do combined duties. Both 
the Military and Police are armed with swords and smooth bore guns. 

18. The total strength of the State Troops (Police and Military) was 436 
against 414 in the preceding year. Such of the men as - were utilized for dacoity 
suppression formed a separate Mehkma called Gerai. The rest worked in different 
Hakumats. The cost, therefore, has been distributed under the Heads “ Military, 
and Hakumats. ” 


19. A reference to Appendix VII will go to show that comparatively such 
petty offences as hurt, mischief and criminal trespass accounted for 183 out of 
290 offences reported to have been committed during the year under report. There 
were 15 cases of misappropriation of property, 49 of thefts mostly cattle-lifting 
and 3 cases of robbery. Not a single case of dacoity was reported in the year, 
under review. The value of property stolen (such reports are often exaggerated) 
•and of the recoveries made amounted to Rs. 5,640 and Rs. 2,827 respectively. 
Similar figures for the preceding year were Rs. 5,990 and Rs. 3,441.

Jail. It was under the supervision of the Superintendent Sadar Adalat and the sanitary 
^arrangements were looked after by the Medical Officer in charge of the Darbar Hospital. 
The conduct of the prisoners was generally good and the sanitary arrangements were 
satisfactory. 


44. On the date of the commencement of the administrative year, the number of 
"•the prisoners was 5 2 which, with 21 fresh admissions during the year, made a total of 

73 inmates. The average daily strength wis 44-42 against 36-96 in the last year. 

45. Thirty- two prisoners were discharged on the expiry of their sentences and two 
were released on the occasion of the Birthday Anniversary of His Highness the Maharwal 
Saheb Bahadur. The number remaining at the end of the year was 39.

CHAPTER IV. 


50. Precarious Character 
of seasonal rains on 
which depends local 
yield. 


No perennial stream runs in Jaisalmer, 
and wells, as a rule, are too deep to be 
utilized for irrigation purposes. The 
yield, therefore, depends entirely upon 
seasonal rains, i. e. on a factor which is 
beyond administrative control, which is 
freakish in its character aud erratic in 
its course, which remains an uncertaia 
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and unknown and an unknowable quantity almost to the end of the financial ‘year, and 1 
which not infrequently, rudely upsets such calculations as might have been based on an.t 
assumption of its reliability. Deficiency of rains is almost a normal condition and its - 
failure implies simply a difference in degree. The habits, the pursuits, the avocations, . 
the customs, the traditions and the breeding of the bulk of the people are such as may 
be calculated to obviate the possibility of deficiency or failure of rains resulting in any 
general widespread distress.

Adjustment to surround- authentic history under such abnormal 

conditions is enormous. One is seldom- 
lugs. likely to find such an economic, physi- 

cal, moral and mental adjustment to the surroundings as is to be seen in Jaisalmer. 
This adjustment is the result' of the long-standing struggle against nature in which man- 
has come out top. It testifies to the success with which he can adapt himself to his • 
surroundings. It acts as a palliative and modifies, almost nullifies, the effects of defi- 
ciency or failure of rains which in other parts, where the popular life is not so well 
adjusted and the popular mind not so well attuned, would .result in serious and wide- 
spread distress. 

Local production is, because of the- 
precarious character of the monsoon 
and absence of other iriigational means, never a dependable quantity and even in the best 
of the years it meets only a fraction of local demand.

A song or a dance, ,to the- 
accompaniment of a drum or a flute, constitutes the height of their enjoyment. They 
are rude, they are rough and ready; but they are hospitable. Thev are kind at heart 
and one, who has had occasions to live with them, feels that their mode of life is not 
altogether without its amenities.

The wealth of the people in general who live a semi- 


move about with their cattle from place 
to place, consists of sheep, goats, camels and milch cattle. Besides, therefore, the 
natural forces of birth and death, migration is the principal factor, which more than 
anything else, contributes to the growth or to the dimunition of population, and the 
gain by influx or the loss by exodus varies with the sufficiency or otherwise of seasonal 
rains. Scarcity or famine (terms which could not have the same significance here as 
is attached to them in more favoured parts) is hardly a factor which might be calculat- 
ed to accelerate death and thereby cause a permanent reduction in the population of 
the State. People in large numbers, at the first signs of failure of the rains emigrate 
with their live-stock and herds of cattle, to the adjoining Provinces of Sind and 
Bahawalpur, where they can find pasturage for their animals and where a great demand 
for labour exists. This migration, on a smaller or larger scale, according as the rains 
have been good or bad, is, in fact, almost an annual event. Even in comparatively 
good years, as soon as the rains are over and the harvests gathered in, a portion of , the 
people emigrates mostly to Sind and Bahawalpur to supplement their earnings. They, 
however, return to their homes in Jaisalmer, with money in their pockets and with, in 
several instances, increase in the members of their family due to births when . the rainy 
season asserts itself. It is a reciprocal arrangement with the adjoining portions of 
Sind and Bahawalpur, for, the pastoral tribes of those places live partly there and pass 
a portion of the year in Jaisalmer. Migration, therefore, is a necessary condition of 
life. It serves an economic purpose. In years o,f deficient rainfall, it reduces the local 
demand and thereby eases down prices. In years of failure of rains it reduces the 
possibility of starvation to the minimum. It gives greater staying power'. It sup- 
plements local earnings. It saves cattle, which, as said above, constitutes the wealth 
of the people in general. It is one of the most important factors wich act as paliatives 
and which go to adjust local life to local conditions.

As compared with the preceding year and the average of the past 20 years, the 
export of articles showed a rise of 7,716 maunds and 1,549 maunds respectively. This 
was attributable to the increase of S15, 2,790 and 4,139 maunds in the exports of ghee, 
stone clay and grinding mills and corn respectively. 


67. The exports of animals as compared with the last year and the average for the 
last 20 years showed a decrease of 27,632 and 3,901 heads respectively. This was due 
to decrease of 15,634 and 13,704 heads in the export of sheep and goats respectively.

decrease of 134 and 2,565 maunds, respectively. 


69. The transit of animals as compared with the preceding year showed an increase 
of 1,504 heads. It was, however, smaller than the average of past 20 years by 6,015 
heads. 


70. The total of Import, Export and Transit traffic showed an increase of 35,671 
maunds and decrease of 27,855 maunds, respectively, if compared with similar figures 
of the preceding year and the average of fhe past 20 years. The total traffic — import, 
export and transit — of animals showed a fall of 24,019 and 9,539 heads, respectively, if 
compared with the last year and average of the past 20 years.
